County Health Dept. Employees Air Numerous 


Complaints About Size & Condition Of Facilities 


Kenneth Ball, administrator of 
the Coffee County Health Dept., was 


present at the October 14 meeting of 


the Coffee County Commission 
requesting additional housing for the 
lepartment letters fron three 
supervisors in the health department 
larified the problems and needs of 


the emplovees 

In a letter sent to Ball, Mrs. Ann 
Edwards, clerical supervisor, county 
registrar, stated, ‘The present staff 


in excess of 40 people using this 
building, which includes state and 
district support staff, makes it 
impossible to provide services for the 
current caseload not even 
considering those who are 
authorized and needing services in 
the county that cannot be served 
because of total saturation of present 
facilities.’ 


In the letter, Mrs. Edwards 
pointed out that in the past 12 years 
the health department staff had 
increased from SIX full-time 


employees to 36 full-time and 20 
part-time employees, plus additional 
support staff from district and state. 

According to the letter, the 
16-chair capacity waiting room is 
combined with the secretarial pool 
working area, which ‘“‘is causing 
stress, burnout and unnecessary 
tension on employees”’. 

Mrs. Edwards stated the secre- 
taries were in direct contact with ‘‘a 
waiting room full of patients’ five 
davs a week, eight hours a day, while 
four secretaries must stand and work 
the counter, leaving their desks 
unattended

Resident Should Know Times 


To Contact Social Security 


it is important for people in the 
Wiregrass area to know the proper 
times to contact Social Security, 
Mary Coleman, Social Security 
manager in Dothan, said recently. 

Knowing the five times action is 
needed is too important to take for 
granted, Mrs. Coleman said. It can 


mean greater security for area 
residents and members of their 
families, 


A person should contact Social 
Security: 

Before he or she gets a first job to 
apply for a Social Security number so 
that he or she gets proper credit for 
earnings. Remember to apply at 
least 2 weeks before the number will 
be needed. A person needs evidence 
of age, citizenship (or immigrant 
status) and identity. 

After a death in the family to 
learn if survivor benefits or a lump- 
sum death payment are payable. 

When somebody is disabled, to 
find our if disability benefits are 
payable . 

Whenever a person has a 
question about Social Security or 
needs to report a change that will 
affect monthly benefits. 

“There is at least one 
time’’, Mrs, Coleman. said, 
that is retirement time.’’ 

If you plan to retire at the end of 
the year, you should know that there 
are some things you should be doing 
right now in preparation for that 
event 

In the first place, Social Security 
recommends that you should actually 
apply for retirement benefits 2 or 3 
months before you plan to stop work 
so that your benefits can start when 
your earnings fromwork stop. This 
gives us plenty of time to process the 
claim and take care of any problems 
that may arise. 

Being prepared for the retire- 
ment interview with the required 
proofs can make a difference in how 
long that entire process will be 

Among the documents a person 
applying for Social Security 
retirement benefits will need are the 
following: 

Your Social Security 
record of the number 

Proof of your date or birth... 
an original official record of birth 
recorded before age 5 is best 

If these are not available, the 
Social Security office can help 
determine the best evidence 
available

There are people at all Social 
Security office who can tell you about 
retirement benefits and answer your 
questions about how much work 
credit is needed to be insured for 
benefits, who can qualify for 
benefits, how to replace a lost Social 
Security or Medicare card, or how to 
get a free statement of his or her 
earnings record,

Resident Should Know Times 


To Contact Social Security 


It is important for people in the 
Wiregrass area to know the proper 
times to contact Social Security, 
Mary Coleman, Social Security 
manager in Dothan, said recently. 

Knowing the five times action is 
needed is too important to take for 
granted, Mrs. Coleman said. It can 
mean greater security for area 
residents and members of their 
families. 

A person should contact Social 
Security: 

Before he or she gets a first job to 
apply for a Social Security number so 
that he or she gets proper credit for 
earnings. Remember to apply at 
least 2 weeks before the number will 
be needed. A person needs evidence 
of age, citizenship (or immigrant 
status) and identity. 

After a death in the family to 
learn if survivor benefits or a lump- 
sum death payment are payable. 

When somebody is disabled, to 
find our if disability benefits are 
payable. : 

Whenever a person has a 
question about Social Security or 
needs to report a change that will 
affect monthly benefits. 

“There is at least 
time’’, Mrs. Coleman 
that is retirement time.”’ 

If you plan to retire at the end of 
the year, you should know that there 
are some things you should be doing 
right now in preparation for that 
event. 

In the first place, Social Security 
recommends that you should actually 
apply for retirement benefits 2 or 3 
months before you plan to stop work 
so that your benefits can start when 
your earnings fromwork stop, This 
gives us plenty of time to process the 
claim and take care of any problems 
that may arise. 

Reing prepared for the retire- 
ment interview with the required 
proofs can make a difference in how 
long that entire process will be. 

Among the documents a person 
applying for Social Security 
retirement benefits will need are the 
following: 

Your Social Security card or a 
record of the. number. 

Proof of your date or birth... 
an original official record of birth 
recorded before age S is best. 

If these are not available, the 
Social Security office can help 
determine the best evidence 
available.

Adult Basic Education Is offered To 
High School Drop-Outs 


What is the GED test? The 
initials GED stand for General 
Education Development. This test is 
given to determine eligibility for a 
high school equivalency certificate. 
Persons who pass all parts of the test 
are issued a certificate by the State 
of Alabama. 

Most people who take the GED 
test do so in order to earn a 
certificate that is accepted by most 
employers, the Armed Forces, 
schools, colleges, universities, 
training agencies, and state and 
federal Civil Service departments in 
lieu of a high school diploma. 

In order to take the GED test one 
must be 18 years of age or older and 
not enrolled in high school, The 
resident requirements are that one 
must have resided in Alabama for at 
least 30 days immediately preceding 
the date of testing, or must be a

Board of Registrars. 

The GED test is a comprehensive 
objective examination, measuring 
competence in five areas of 
educational development: writing, 
Social Studies, Science, Reading and 
Mathematics.

If you 
fail one or more of the five parts, a 


retest fee of $4 must be paid per part , 


failed. 

Short courses designed to 
prepare you for the GED test are 
offered by ESJC on Monday and 
Tuesday nights at Elba High School. 
No fee is charged for these courses, 
and anyone may enroll at any time.

Horticulture Tips 


DAN J. PRESLEY 
COUNTY AGENT 
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FALL GARDEN PESTS 

Several different kinds of worms 
plague fall cabbage, collard and 
broccoli plants. But these pests are 
easy to control with Dipel, Biotrol or 
Thuricide. 

All these plants have a waxy leaf 
coat. So, add a spreader-sticker to 
the spray to aid in wetting the 
leaves. If a commercial spreader- 
sticker isn't available, substitute a 
teaspoon of kitchen detergent. 


CONTROL SPURWEED 

Spurweed is probably the most 
difficult winter and spring weed to 
control, It is particularly a nuisance 
in home lawns. Its sharp spines limit 
the lawn as a play area. I have seen 
a lot of it already up, so now is the 
time to control it. 

Spurweed must be controlled 
before the spiny fruit forms. Once 
the weed has reached the bur stage, 
it is almost impossible to control. 

It can be controlled by using 
either of the following chemicals: 
3-D Weedone at 3 tablespoons per 
1,000 square feet; Dicamba at % 
tablespoon per 1,000 square feet; 
33-Plus at 6 tablespoons per 1,000 
square feet; or Purge at 3 table- 
spoons per 1,000 square feet. 

These rates will cause some 
injury to Centipede and _ St. 
Augustine lawns if applied while 
they are actively growing However, 
when these grasses become 
dormant, there should be very little 
damage. Make three applications 14 
days apart. 

Lawns that have been dethatched 
will be injured more; therefore it is 
best to apply spurweed control 
measures before dethatching.

PECANS 

Scab has been a real problem on 
pecan trees this year. The best way 
to control scab in a new orchard is to 
plant resistant variety pecans. The 
varieties that 1 recommend for home 
owners to plant are Elliott, Melrose, 
Sumner and Jackson, If there are no 
other pecan trees in the area, I would 
suggest planting a Cape Fear for a 
pollinator, 

There is no practical way for you, 
as a home owner, to control scab by 
spraying. If you have trees that are 
susceptible to scab, you might 
consider top working these trees to 
change the variety.

HAMS 

There are three ham products on 
the market labeled as ‘‘ham.'’ When 
you see the name ‘‘ham’’ by itself it 
means a top-of-the-line brand and 
that the lean meat in the product 
contains at least 20-5 percent 
protein. 

The product labeled ‘‘Ham with 
Natural Juices’’ contains at least 
18-5 percent protein in the lean 
meat. And the third type of ham 
product, ‘‘Ham-Water Added’’, 
shows the product contains at least 
17 percent protein in the lean meat. 

I thought these facts were 
interesting and wanted you to be 
aware of these three ‘‘ham’’ terms. 
HEALTH 

We have a new publication in our 
office called ‘‘Dietary Guideines for 
Americans.’’ This leafleft has a 
chapter on maintaining desirable 
weight. Since I’ve been trying to do 
extra exercising by swimming, I was 
please to see that crawl swimming 
for one hour, a 150 pound adult will 
burn 480-625 calories. Thus, if I 
could swim one hour a day for seven 
days, I'd burn 3500 calories up which 
is a pound of weight. This way, it 
would take one month to lose four 
pounds-just swimming. 

The draw back to this is that if I 
stopped swimming and made no 
other changes in diet or exercise, 
then the weight would return.

IMPROVING 

Coffee County row crop 
producers are bringing a lot more 
precision into their lime and 
fertilizing practices. For example, 
this past year a higher percentage 
producers used soil testing to 
determine needs. Peanuts, soybeans 
and grain sorghum are very sensitive 
to allow soil pH. Low soil pH will 
almost always result in a drastically 
lower yield in these crops. 

For example, grain sorghum 
research shows that yields are very 
low where the pH is low. Even if 
other fertilizer elements, such as 
nitrogen, phosphorus, and potash, 


are abundant, grain sorghum, 
peanuts, and soybeans require a 
relatively high pH to make high 


yields. Now is an excellent time to 
take soil samples for crops, pastures, 
gardens and lawns. Supplies for 
testing are available

before him, but because he does not 
get what he chooses he forgets the 
benefits and remembers only the 
frustration. 

We are so bound to the physical 
that we choose the things that give 
monetary sensation rather than the 
substantial things that build 
character and faith. We are forgetful 
of God's benefits, no doubt, because 
we did not get what we wanted. 

Sometimes the benefits are sent 
In disguise. God does not do 
everything with a splash and fanfare. 
Often His blessings are in packages 
with rough wrappings. We must 
learn to look beneath the surface of 
things and discover God at work. 

Often His benefits are more 
spiritual than material. We tend to 
be more impressed with money in 
the bank than with peace in the 
heart. God offers eternal benefits 
while we, like Esau, settle for 
temporary pottage (Gen. 25:29-34), 
God offers great prospect while we 
demand here and now. 

It is the infant mind that must 
have countable, ‘‘feelable’’ benefits 
here and now. It is the immature 
Christian who fails to look deep 
enough to see God at work. He takes 
his vegetables first and says, 
“Thanks, I needed that.’’

By: Bob Prichard, 
Elba Church of Christ 
different sins, such as 

suicide, profanity, 
immorality and backsliding have 
been suggested as the 
‘unpardonable’ or ‘‘unforgiveable”’ 
sin. Jesus spoke of this sin in Matt. 
§:31-32: ‘‘Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blasphemy 
shall be forgiven unto men; but the 
blasphemy against the Holy Ghost 
shall not be forgiven unto men. And 
whosoever speaketh against the Holy 
Ghost, it shall not be forgiven him, 
neither in this world, neither in the 
world to come." The word 
blaspheme is defined as ‘‘to speak 
impiously or irreverently of, to speak 
evil of, abuse.”’ 

To understand what Jesus was 
speaking of, we must see what had 
occurred just before Jesus spoke 
these words. He had healed a man 
who was blind and dumb. Rather 
than acknowledging that the miracle 
showed the power of God, however, 
the Pharisees said that Jesus had 
performed the miracle by the power 
of Beelzebub, the prince of devils. 
Some have suggested that this 
rejection of the witness of the Holy 
Ghost by the Pharisees was the one 
and only example of ‘‘blaspheming 
against the Holy Ghost.” 

There is no doubt that this was an 
example of blasphemy, but we must 
go beyond their words to see the 
depth of their sin. Their 
‘unpardonable’ sin was their 
attitude that no matter what the 
evidence was, they were going to 
reject Jesus, In Mark's account of 
the incident, Mark says Jesus said 
these words, ‘‘Because they said, He 
hath an unclean spirit’’ (Mark 3:30). 

The sin of the Pharisees came 
about because of the condition of 
their hearts. On a former occasion, it 
was said that Jesus was ‘‘grieved for

The blasphemous words of the 
Pharisees were the result of the 
complete hardness of their hearts, 
which would not allow them to accept 
Jesus. Their hearts 
hardened that they would never 
repent of their evil thoughts, and 
thus could not be forgiven, because 
God cannot forgive unrepented sin. 
John 12:39 describes some who 
‘‘could not believe’, because of their 
blinded eyes and hardened hearts 

How can men commit the 
“‘unforgiveable’’ sin today? This 
rejection of the will of God, by the 
hardening of one's heart, is a 
gradual process. As Stephen faced 
death, he accused his persecutors of 
‘resisting the Spirit,’’ by refusing to 
hear his message. God gives men the 
free will to receive or reject the 
message of the Spirit. But one may 
so harden his heart as to become 
immune to any possibility of obeying 
the Lord and being saved. If one’s 
heart is so hardened that he cannot 
repent, the Lord cannot forgive. But 
if you are still concerned about your 
soul, you have not reached that 
“point of no return,’ the 
unpardonable sin.

Convincing 31-14 Area Win Over Daleville 


The Elba Tigers clinched their 
third straight trip to the playoffs 
Friday night with a solid 31-14 win 
over the Daleville Warhawks, in 
Daleville 

The win upped Elba’s record to 
7-2, while Daleville finished the 
season with a 2-8 slate. 

The two Area 3 rivals swapped 
punts early in the game, but Elba 
started its second series at its 
15-yard line and promptly drove 85 
yards in 13 plays to get on the 
scoreboard. Richard McKinnon and 
Rob Hudson gained 39 and 30 yards 
respectively during the march, while 
McKinnon got the score on a 
3-yard run. Bill Brueckner’s extra 
point attempt sailed wide, leaving 
Elba with a 6-0 lead with 10:51 left in 
the second quarter. 

The Tigers got the ball right back 
on a punt and drove 56 yards in 11 
plays to stretch their lead to 14-0! 
Mike McCollough tossed passes of 
13 yards to Derek Young and 14 
yards to Mick Phillips during the 
drive, and it was Richard McKinnon 
who got the score on a one-yard 
plunge 

\ pass from Mike McCollough to 
John Osburn gave Elba the 2-point 
conversion, and with 5:55 left in the 
half the Tigers’ lead was up to 14-0. 

Elba threatened again late in the 
half and marched to the Daleville 23 
behind the running of Rob Hudson, 
but came away empty-handed when 
a McCollough pass was intercepted 
at the 12-yard line 

Elba received the second-half 
kick and drove 69 yards in only six 
plays to again light up the score- 
board! A 31-yard run by Richard 
McKinnon and a 27-yard run by 
Mike McCollough sparked the 
scoring drive, while Rob Hudson got 
the touchdown on a 4-yard run, Bill 
Brueckner added the p.a.t., and with 
9:05 left in the third quarter the 
Tigers’ lead was up to 21-0, 

Elba moved to a first down at the 
Daleville 22 on its next possession 
behind the running of Robert 
Wilson, but again got stopped by an 
interception at the 10-yard line, 

A Mick Phillips interception at 
the Elba 22 stopped a Daleville drive 
early in the fourth quarter and the 
Tigers again headed goalward. A 
25-yard pass from Mike McCollough 
to John Osburn, and the running of 
Richard McKinnon sparked the 
8-play, 78-yard drive, and it was 
McKinnon who got the touchdown 
on an &-yard scamper. Brueckner 
added the p.a.t., giving Elba a 28-0 
lead with 9:32 left in the game. 

Daleville was down but not out, 
and drive 72 yards in 10 plays to 
break the shutout. The drive came 
primarily on the ground, while the 
score came on a 31-yard pass from 
Scott Autrey to Pat Coone. Rusty 
Duale added the extra point, and

County Commission Delays A 


The Coffee County Commission

A local insurance agent that 
represents the company that 
previously provided liability insur 
ance told the commission that it had 
paid $37,000 a year in premiums for 
a $1 million policy, while the only 
policy now available was _ for 
$300,000 with a $25,000 deductible 
at an annual cost of $25,000 

The commissioners agreed that 
liability insurance was a headache 
for municipalities across the nation 
and didn't consider the cutback in 
coverage a major concern, but did 
express a fear of the large deductible 
listed in the new policy. Under the 
previous plan the county didn’t have 
to pay attorneys’ fees; 
under the new policy, the county 
would have to pay all such fees up to 
$25,000 per case
